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THE PROTEST4NT &§PISCOPALIANS 


Meeting of the Thirty-«third General Convention in 
Philade'phia. 

PHILADELPHI, October 5.—The thirty-third 
convention ef the Protestant Episcopal church 
in the United States was opened this morn- 
ing with services held inthe venerable Christ 
church, on Second street,near Market,the cor- 
nerstone of which edifice was laid in 1727. The 
gold alms dish, presented to the house of 
bishops by the convocation of 
Canterbury, England, occupied a _ place 
upon the altar, surrounded 
by the vessels of the silver communion sery- 
ice, presented to the parish by Queen Anne 
in 1708. The church was crowded, 1,108 tick- 
ets having been issued forthe services. At 


‘10:30 the procession of clergy filed in as the 


202d hymn wussung. Rey. C. L. Hutchins, 
of Wedford, was secretary of the convention. 
He read the _ services through to the 
psalter. Bishop Smith, of Kentucky, 
pronouncing absolution. The first lesson, 
from Micah, fourth chapter, was read by 
Rev. Dr. H. J. Morton, of Philadelphia. The 
second lesson, from Ephesians, third chapter, 
by Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter, assistant bishop 
elect, of New York. Rey. Dr. Anstice, of 
Rochester, New York, read the prayers to the 
litany. “The litany was read by Rey. Dr. W. 
Neilson McVickar, Philadelphia, and the creed 
and yersicles by Rev. Dr. E. A. Foggo, 
rector of Christ church. Thecollecto and 
commandments were read by Bishop Say, of 
Easton, Md. The gospel was read by the 
bishop of Ontario and the epistie by the 
bishop of Rochester. Bishop Clark, of Khode 
Island, delivered the sermon, taking his text 
from Exodus 15th, chapter, 17th verse. In 
concluding he cautioned the delegates to the 
conyention that an excess or deficiency of 
legislation might defeat the object for which 
they were assembled, while a faithful con- 
formity to the necessities of the people could 
not failto promote them, and that an ar- 
rangement which might have 
suited the state of society two 
hundred or three hundred years ago 
might not be adapted to the wants. of a hete- 
rogeneous and -shifting body of communi- 
cants to-day. While continuing to move in 
the old paths, it should be withan acceler- 
ated pace, looking forward, not backward. 
Following the sermon came in the commun- 
ion service, in which Bishop Lee read the 
consecration, after which he was assisted by 
the bishop of Rochester.

THE LAST EXPOSITION. 


The Exposition Bulldings Burned to the Ground—A 
Grand Sight. 


PittsspurG, Pa., October °}.—About 2 0’clock 
this a. m. the exposition building caught fire, 
and intwenty minutes the structure, with 
its machinery and floral halls, were in ashes, 
The fire was first discovered in the engine 
room, in the machinery department, and in 
order not to freighten the people a still 
alarm was sent, andin this way the flames 
got beyond control, so that before 
the fire department reached the ground the 
buildings wereg almost burned down. 
When it became known that it was the ex- 
position, although it was so late, immense 
crowds were on their way to the scene of the 
conflagration. The reflection from the fire 
lit up the country for miles arounds and in 
the furtherest end of the city apaper could 
be read as easily as in day light. At a late 
hour it is impossible to estimate the loss. Ex- 
hibits consisting of all varieties of our pro- 
ducts and industries, including many valua- 
ble relics, among which was the ‘‘Arabian,”’ 
the old locomotive of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railJrodd, which was the first locomotive 
built in this county. 

The safe has been taken from the ruins and 
its contents found uninjured, except that 
Levy’s gold cornet was a little tarnished. It 
is not thougst to be damaged as a musical in- 
strument. Among the rumors current con- 
cerning the origin of the fire is that it wds 
caused by an explosion of benzine in the 
boiler room. The story is to the 
effect that Professor Warner, bal- 
loonist, and his assistant, Edward 
Williams, were oiling the baloon in the boiler 
room, when an explosion occurred from the 
careless handling of benzine which was being 
used asa dryer: The only evidence in sup- 
port of this theory is the fact thata druggist 
sola Warner three gallons of benzine. If this 
should prove to be the true theory, it would 
raise an interesting question on the payment 
ofthe insurance. Another theory is that it 
was incendiary. Considerable bad feeling has 
existed against the exposition society by par- 
ties who lived in the boat house located near 
the exposition building, which society had 
removed much against the will of its occu- 
pants. 

The total loss will probably reach one mil- 
lion dollars. Secretary Patterson places the 
value of the building destroyed at $150,000, the 
insurance being forty thousand dollars. An 
irreparable loss, however, was occasioned by 
the destruction of the relic department. The 
cash value of the fixtures contained therein 
did not exceed ten thousand dollars, but 
many cannot be replaced. In the annex the 
“Arabian,” the first Jocomotive ever run in the 
United States, was also destroyed. The great 
western band lose a full set of splendid in- 
struments. In the safe were $6,000 cash, from 


¢ vesterday’s admissions, and Levy’s gold cor- 


net. The safe has been taken from the 
ruins, but the contents have not yet been ex- 
amined. The attendance at the exposition 
yesterday was the largest of any of the pre- 
vious days in itshistory. The admissions in 
the day and evening was 27,000 and the crowd 
last night was so great that the building 
was packed to its utmost 
capacity Had the conflagration occurred 
last night at 9 o’clock, considering the rapid- 
ity with which the flames spread, the loss of 
life would have been appalling, as it would 
have been impossible for even a@ part of the 
crowd to have escaped. The buildings which

THE TROUBLES BROUGHT ABOUT 
BY UNLAWFUL AFFINITY. 


Another Arrest Madein the Mists A’ kinson Murder 
Cate—An Unsatisfactcry Wi'ness Draws Too

LAFAM@@TTE, Ind., October 3.—There is much 
excitement here over the arrest this morning 
of Alex. Potts, an old man, whwu passed by 
the Atkinson house last Monday afternoon 
about the time the tragedy was committed. 
The officers who made the arrest are at Mich- 
igan City, where they went to investigate the 
story given by Potts. Reporters were refused 
admittance to the jail to-day.. Potts, at the 
examination before the coroner, went over 


the ground in a very rambling and dis:jo:nted 
manner, and acknowledged that he had told 
several contradictory stories about himself dur- 
the day, but did this, he

family. He claimed he was very respectabiy 
connected. Heisthe husband of Amanda 
Potts, not unkuown to fame here. She isthe 
heorine of certain abortive attempts at black- 
mailing, for connection with which a lawyer 
was disbarred. Potts himse!f has been ambi- 
tious, and has allowed his ambition to get 
away With his honesty, for which indiscre- 
tion he has several times represented the 
county at Michigan city. 

, About 2 o’clock Saturdry he was dismissed. 
He demanded $10 for his trouble and that he 
be returned to Lafayette. His request was 
not complied with andduring the examina- 
tion some stains were discovered on his 
shirt. He said they were tobacco stains, and 
on being asked how long he had worn that 
shirt he said he put it on the 19th of Septem- 
ber and had worn it ever since, It was 
pretty dirty, but not as dirty as one would 
expect from the length of time he had worn it, 

fhe old man managed to get back home 
Saturday night. He fell in with a stranger, a 
detective, anddrank with him; he drank often 
and got beastly drunk. Then the detective 
discovered large blood stains on the lining of 
Potts’s vest, and other places. When arrested 
Potts said the vest had been given him by a 
physician, whois serving a tife term in the 
penitentiary for murdering his wife and chil: 
dren. Officers have gone to Michigan city to 
investigate. 

Rumors have been current not only in Ox- 
ford, but in this city, that pointed the tinger 
of suspicion toward a woman—not that she 
did the deed, although there area number 
who believe that it was a woman’s work, but 
that she may either know something about 
it or 1s connected directly withit. The name 
ofa milliner, Mrs. Frank Johnson, living on 
the north side of the public square, has been 
linked with that of Mr. Atkinson in an unen- 
viable hight. This woman, it issaid, was par- 
trcularly obnoxious to the murdered girl; 
who on one occasion is said to have expressed 
her opinions pretty freely about: her to the 
family of Mr. Atkinson. There.is but little. 
ifany, doubt thatsome unpleasantness was 
occasioned on account of this woman, and it 
is said the girl intercepted a letter written by 
Mrs. Johnson, and that she read the same at 
the dinne? table in the presence of the family. 

The theory is held that this may have ex- 
cited her enmity. She hasin her employ a 
young man named Jacob Ladd. He attends 
to her horses, does other chores, and is a sort 
of utility man. He is about twenty-one 
yearsold. On the day of the tragedy, during 
the afternoon, he is reported to have stated 
that he was in the woods of Mr. Atkinson, 
about a quarter of a mile from the house. He 
went after a load of wood. Becoming tired, 
he sat down, and while resting there he heard 
ascream. Then he looked at his watch, and it 
was 15 minutes of 3o0’clock. It seems remarka- 
ble that he should have heard a scream at 
that distance, since it is claimed the wind 
was in the opposite direction, and since the 
old man, Jake Nelling, working a less dis- 
tance from the house, heard nothing; and 
that George Hart and Dor Rutter, who were 
in the field across the road, not more than one 
hundred and fifty feet away, heard nothing. 
On a subsequent investigation it was learded 
that he had brought home seven short poles. 
Mr, Carnahan, in a conversation Friday 
morping, said the gentleman who lives near 
the Johnson house noticed that evening a 
strong smell, as of burning rags. 

A VIRTUOUS MOB. 

FLEMINGSBURG, Ky., October 5.—In Hills- 
borough, a little town in the edge of the 
mountain region, in the eastern part of Flem- 
ing county, lives Mrs. Luretta Mungle, a 
widow, young and well-to-do. Michael Keliy, 
a miner, who is also young and good looking, 
took a fancy to her, which she reciprocated. 
He spent a great dealof his time at her house 
when not at work. This had been noticed for 
some time, and some of the ladies of the town 
appealed to Mrs. Mungle’s sense of self- 
respect. She paid no heed tothem. Thena 
committeee of the men visited Keliey and 
advised him, but he told them to mind their 
own business. This was six weeks ago. Since 
then the pair have been more than ever to- 
gether 

On Wednesday night last a body of indig- 
nant citizens, masked and otherwise dis- 
guised, broke in the Mungle house suddenly 
after midnight. There they found Kelley and 
Mrs. Mungle. Ina jiffy they pulled Kelley 
out and also Mrs. Mungle, only they were a 
little more gentle with her. Five minutes 
later they were lashed naked to trees in sight 
of each other, and were whipped. The mob 
admonished the victims that they would not 
be responsible for their lives if they did not 
get out of the country in ten days, and then 
disappeared.

THE TABLE TURNED ON A BLACKMAILER, 

Des Moines, October 3.—A. P. Leach, ed- 
itor of the Commoner, at Preston, who had 
been ariested, at the instance of a young 
woman formerly employed in his office, for 
criminal libel, has been discharged on habeas 
corpus proceedings. The judge said the de- 
fendant was held for criminal libel. He set 
up in defense that he was the pubiisher of a 
newspaper, and it was his duty to warn the 
public against bad and dangerous characters. 
He averred that the lady complainant was a 
blackmailer, and that the charge was true. 
‘T have examined the evidence taken on tie 
examination,’’ said the judge, ‘‘and I find 
from the woman’s own letters that she is a 
blackmailer by her own confession. I dis- 
charge the prisoner. It is the worst case of 
the kind levyersaw. Ifthe grand jury were 
not discharged I would lay the case before 
them.”’

The Business Before the Term Which Commencesin 
March. 

WasHineron, October 3.—The supreme 
court of the United States will convene for 
the October term  1883,, on Monday 
next. <All the justices are expecteu to be 
present. The number of cases on docket to- 
day is 1,011, an increase of 64 over the num- 
ber docketed at this time last year. There is 
stili much doubt whether the 
legal tender case will be 
argued when it is revched on Tuesday next. 
No briefs in the case have yet been filed in 
the clerk’s office as the rules of the court re- 
quire, and nothing has been heard from 
counsel in reply to the usual notification. It 
is probable, therefore, that when the case is 
reached, counsel will move that it be assign- 
ed for some future day, which may be agreed 
upon. The delay in bringing this question to 
adjudication seems to have been due,in a 
great part to the unwillingness or inbility of 
Governor butler to fix a day for argument. 
Senator Edmunds made several attempts last 
term tc lms the case definitely assigned, but 
he was unable io report an agreement with 
counsel on the other side as to the date of as- 
signment, and the court was not willing to 
arbitrarily tix a day and compel attendance.

SHAKSPEARE’S SKULL, 
STRATFORD-UPON-AVON, October 3.—In An- 
gust last Dr. Ingleby, one of the life trustees 
of the birthplace of Shakspeare, and author of 
a work entitled, Shakspeare’s home, proposed 
that the remains of Shaxspeare should be ex- 
humed in order to Scompare the poet’s skull 
with the monumental bust in the church, 
as well as to set at rest 
the question of the correctness 
of the many conflicting portraits of the poet 
now in existence. The proposition of Dr. 
Ingleby received the indorsement of Rev. G. 
Arbuthnot, vicar of this place. Upon refer- 
ence to the terms of the sepulchre, however. 
it was ascertained that the remains could 
not be exhumed or disturbed without the con- 
sent of the mayor and _ officers of the city 
corporation. The mayor having refuged his 
assent to the proposed exhumation, the mat- 
ter has now been finally settled. by the vote 
of the city council, which body yesterday 
passed a resolution condemning any 
disturbance of Shakspeare’s grave. 

THE FOREIGN MATTER, 

Paris, Octoner 3.—The Figaro asserts that 
M. Tricow, French representative in China, 
has telegraphed the government that no se- 
rious preparations for war are being made in 
China. He says the idea of war with France 
is badly received in the southern provinces, 
and is repudiated by the council of the em- 
pire. He says that China 
could muster only 20,000 troops— 
with European arms, for service 
in Tonquin. The Figaro says it believes that 
Prime Minister Ferry is willing to neutralize 
the northern provinces of Tonquin, but will 
not cede them to China, and has so instruct- 
ed M. Tricon. It says also that M. Ferry will 
inform the Marquis Tseng, Chinese ambassa- 
dor, in an interview to-day, of the final lim- 
its of the concessions France will make in 
the Tonquin matter. 

O’DONNELL’S DEFENSE, 

Lonpon, October 35.—O’ Donnell, the slayer

Ovgietree told them that he saw Mr. Askew in 
Franklin Thursday night before, said he saw 
him through a window, that Mr. A. and sev- 
eral other ventlemen were engaged in singing 
sacred songs. Upon Mr. A’s. return home he 
was told of what Ogletree had said and 
they corroberated the statement made 
by the man, said he wasat thattime and 
place singing. just as Ogietree said he wes. 
The circumstances of Ogletree’s risit 
to Mr. Askew's place are Sig 
nificent indeed, inasmuch as he asked where 
Mr. Askew’s little boy was, and tous there 
seems ne doubt but that the fellow was en- 
deavoring to kidnap this little boy, knowing 
that Mr. Askew was from home and that he 
was the man who had pursued him more per- 
sistently than any one else in.the county. 
and it would not require more than a min- 
ute’s talk with Mr. Askewto be convinced 
that Mr. Askew himself thought that the 
man’s object in going to his place was to steal 
away bis little boy.

-Certain complainants 
filed their bill against an executrix, alleging 
as follows: C omplainants are creditors of a 
decedent by account; the estate is insolvent, 
as is alsothe executrix. She has proved the 
will, and immediately th lereupon is proceed- 
ing tosell the real estate belonging to the 
decedent. Since the death of the testator 
she has shipped off a box of Boo ds belonging 
to him. Complainants fear that if she redu- 
ces property of the estate to money they will 
be unable torealize anything upon their 
claim. Twelve months have not elapsed since 
the grant of letters testamentary. Injunction 
was prayed to restrain the sale of the prop- 
erty of the estate. The defendant answered 
that the box which had been shipped off had 
belonged to her daughter before the death of 
the testator; that there were tax executions, a 
common law judgment and a mortgage, 
which were liens on the property; that it was 
necessary to sellin order to discharge these 
liens and pay the debts of the estate. She 
denied that the estate was indebted to com 
plainants: 

Held, that there is no equity in 
There is no allegation of waste or misman- 
agement on the part of the executrix, nor is 
it alleged that she has done, or is attempting 
to do, anything by which the complainants 
interests are liable to injury. 

(a) The insolvency of the executrix fur- 
nishes no ground for equitable relief. Her 
condition as to solvency or insolvency is the 
same now as when she was appointed and 
qualified. 

2. A bare fear on the part of complainants 
that if the defendant should sell and receive 
the proceeds they would be unable to realize 
anything upon their claims against the estate 
which sherepresents, is not suflicient. It 
should be clearly shown upon what ground 
such fear rests. 

The fact that complainants cannot bring 
snit until tweive months have elapsed from 
the grant of letters testamentary, is no fault 
of the defendant, but is a condition imposed 
by the law on all persons.

‘Whether you like it ornot, whether you think it 
or not,’’ said rather Abraham J. Ryan, the ‘‘poet- 
priest of the south,’’ to alarge audiencein the 
ehureh om: St Agnes, in East Forty-third street, last 
night, ‘‘we areall hero worshipers. The world 
worships success, aud heroesare those who ac bi eve 
success in whatever walks of life they may be.’’ In 
Christ, the speakersaid, was found the principle of 
all spiritual heroism. Christianity had produced 
the greatest heroesthat the world had everseen, 
The words of the ‘‘poet-priest’’ were uttered in an 
earnest, positive tone, and were accompanied 
by gesticulation which, although simple, was 
strikingly graceful. The listeners saw before them 
a black cassocked priest of rather large stature 
with a broad, fat face and a high forehead, beneat 
which were apair of half-closed eyes. Long, flow- 
ing dark hair streaked with gray covered the well 

shaped head, and at times stray locks half con 
cealed the high forehead. A sleepy expression 
seemed to cloud the good-natured face at first, but 
the speaker soou became deeply interested in his 
theme of “Heroes, Secular and Saintly,’’ aud his 
half-closed eyes developed a wonderful expressive- 
ness and from between his tightly-closed tips issued 
words of stirring and persuasive eloquence.

SHER WIN’S ARREST. 


THE WEALTHY RANCHMAN’S EX- 
PERIENCE IN A CHICAGO CELL. 


Shadowed by Deteciives and T ker Inte Custeds 
on Four Old Indictmeots—His Fallure as a 
Wholesale Dry Geods Merchant—His 
Career and Romantic Marriege. 


CuicaGo, October 3.—Frank R. Sherwin, the 
ranchman, who was arrested on a telegram from 
Albany, is now at the Tre nont house in the custo- 
dy of two of Pinkerton’s detectives. He has sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus, which will be argued 
tomorrow. Sherwin, accompanied by a young 
bride, a daughterand son by his first wife, a lady’s 
maid.andan Ethiopian body servant, arrived at 
the Tremont house on Wednesday. The party 
traveled in elegant style, and at the botel nothing 
but the finest suite of rooms on the parlor floor 
would auswer under any circumstances. Butamid 
all the splendor of thesurroundings two of Pinker- 
ton’s detectives were shadowing every move 
ment of Sherwin. The climax was hastened 
on Thursday morning by the receipt of a dis- 
patch from D. Cady Herrick, district attormey at 
Albany, NN.  Y¥., at police headquarters, re- 
questing the detention of one Frank R. Sherwin, of 
New Mextco, who was supposed to be stopping ‘in 
Chicago. The telegram stated that Mr. Sherwin 
was wanted on six indictments, and that an office: 
was on his way with a requisi‘ion from the governor 
of New York. Detectives were atonce sent ou a 
tour of the hotels, and the sought for name gwas 
finally found on the Tremont house register,. The 
otticer considerately informed sherwin that there 
was no hurry atall,andthat hecould have ample 
time to dress and partake of his matutinal repast. 
They accordingly ascended to Mr. Sherwin’s a&part- 
ment, and after his body servant h: id completed his 
toilet to perfection, the prisouer was permitted to 
go with his family to the breakfast room. At the 
conclusion of themeal he informed his family that 
he was going out with afriend aud would return 
in ashort time. The detective started to 
to police headquarters, but 
highetoned . prisoner could not. think 
moment of such a  plebeian method 
procedure, and at once ordered a carriage, paying 
for the same out of his own pocket. He gave the 
driver directions to drive to the law office of Emery 
A. Storrs, but the officer countermanded the order, 
with instructions to drive to police headquarters, 
and notwithstand'ng Sherwin’s strei.uous objec- 
tions, he found himself in ashort time in the pres: 
euce of Lieutenant Kipley The lieutenant tele- 
graphed to Mr. Herrick at Alb any of > herwin’s ar- 
rest, and immediately received a reply to hold him 
until an officer arrived wfth four requisitions. The 
prisoner was shown the dispatch, aud Officer Pal- 
mer was directed to take him to the armory. Mr. 
Sherwin said: 

“But you are surely not going to lock me up. 
have been arrested thirteen times in my liie, bu 
such an indignity has never been put upon me. | 
have always been allow ed to remain at my hotel in 
the custody of an officer. 

‘he lieutenant, however, was obdurate, and Mr. 
Sherwin, with very little grace, was hustled off to 
the station and locked in acell. From tbe fact 
that the institution was :omewhat crowded his 
discomfiture was not lessened when he discovered 
himself a fellow-lodger wi‘h au ordinary crook from 
California. He sent for his attorney, Emery A. 
Storrs, but the latter was unable to do anytning 
for his distinguished client, and he was compelled 
to languish through thelJong hours of the nightin @ 
dingy prison cell. 

‘Sherwin,’ said Emery A. Storrs, his counsel, 
‘‘was arrested on Friday afternoon by the police 
upon the strength of a telegraphic dispatch from 
the state of New York requesting Chief Doyle to 
make the arrest, followed by a telegram from Gov- 
ernor Cleveland to the effect that a requisition had 
been granted on four indictments aud would be 
sent last night. These indictments are of very ola 
standing, and are, from what I could learn, rather 
vexatious in theircharacter. They weref und,if 
I remember correctly,some time in the year 1874. 
There were some political features con ected with 
the indictments, and if 1 am correctly advised 
they relate merely to his supposed responsibility as 
a banker, and as such the custodian of some publie 
money. That being the nature of his arrest, I took 
him before Judge Barnum yesterday 
morning on & writ of habeas corpus, but 
before taking him therelI discovered that the Pin- 
kertons had bail piecesin their nands for the state 
of New York, so-called, thatis to say, a record of 
some habeas Corpus Cases that Sherwin had ap- 
pealed to the court of appeals, «nd on which he 
had executed his bonus, amountingin the aggre- 
gate only to thesum of $3,000, and on which one E. 
M. Know,a hatter, went wita him as his se curity. A 
writ of habeas eri ty has been sued out on these, 
aud it will probably be heard Mouday morning. If 
he 1s discharged, my impression is thathe wiil not 
reinain in Chicago any great length of time.’ It 
looks to me a good dea!) “like a spite affair for the 
purpose of forcing settlements on some alleged in- 
debtedness, growing out of transactions which 
Sherwin has had with some of these parties.”’ 

Arrestof Millionaire Frank RK. Sherwin, on an 
old charge hanging over nim, in connection with 
the prosecution of rhelps, the New York state treas- 
ury cashier, in 1873, recalls many interesting things 
aboutthe man. During the war he was inthe 
wholesale dry goods trade in this city. but failed 
fora lurge amount, and without a cent jour 1ey yed 
to New York. There he worked his way up and 
became iuterested in a large busines, and after a 
few years of prosperity made a flatfailure A half- 
dozen yea's ago he Wassent to Sonora, New Mexico, 
a the interest of the Holland stockholders of the 

lebrated Maxwell land grant. This proved 
a bonauza for him, and iu a few years he was a 
miilionaire. A few weeks ago the parties whom he 
represented preferred charges of crookedness, and 
he was relieved of the management of the Maxwell 
yrant. He lived in princely style in u mansion 
near Sonora, and is the owner of mining and stock 
interests of untold value. Sherwin’s life has been 
peculiarly romantic, While abroad a year or so 
ugo his wife died. and six weeks ago, as printed in 
the Tim zs then, he eloped with and warried a very 
beautitul y: vung lady, the daughter of Governor 
Gilpin, of ( ‘olora do. Sherwin became greatly en- 
amored of the yo a lady, and hisaffectiou was re- 
ciprocated. The planne d an elopement, aud it 
was suct essfully carried out fhe young lady 
journeyed to Bsitimore, where Sherwin joined her, 
wud they were hurriedly married. It was said that 
Governor Gilpin was in hot pursuit, but he arrived 
too late to prevent the nuptial knot being tied, " 
is Supposed that Sherwiu will be takeu directly t 
New York, w here his offense was c s committe d.

AND NASHVILLE DIRECTORY. 


Tre Procesdings ot the Stockholders’ Cenvention— 
The Effact of Jay Gou:d’s Presence—The Jers 
Dessee Railroads Resietlag tae Pay~ 
ment ef Siate Taxes—Etc., Ec.

LovIsvILLE, Ky., October 3.—The regular annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad was held yesterday morning in 
the main office, corner of Second and Main streets. 
A very full representation was present, as is shown 
by the fact that 197.657 votes were cast out of the 
200,000. Among those present from New York were 
©. C, Baldwin, W. H. Baldwin, E. H. Green, W. 5 
Williams, Wm. Whitehouse, Thos. J. Ryan, James 
T. Wood ward, Cadwallader, Vanderhoof, 
Van Shark, and Breeze. The meeting came to or- 
der at 11 0’clock, and President Baldwin moved 
that Judge Rhae, of Russelville, be elected chair- 
man, which was done by an unanimous vote. Mr. 
A. M. Quarrier was elected secretary. The first 
business in opder was the reading of the annual re- 
port of the president, which was very full and 
comprehensive. On motion of Judge Bruce, 
the report was received. 

JAY GOULD INTRODUCED. 

Without further business the meeting proceeded 
to elect thirteen directors for the ensuing year. A 
printed list had been prepared, the only change be- 
ing the retirement of Messrs. J. M. Broakman and 
T, W. Evans, of New York, and the election of Jay 
Gould, Russel Sage and Thomas F. Ryan, of New 
York, to positions in the board. The following is 
the list: C. C. Baldwin, New York; T. D. Carley, 
Louisville; E. H. Green, New York; John E. Green, 
Louisville; W. C. Hall, Louisville; Jay Gould, 
New York; J. I. Rogers, Patterson, New 
Jersey; Thomas F. Ryan, New York; Russel 
Sage, New York: George A. Washington, Nashville; 
W.F. Whitehouse, New York; W. S. Williams, 
New York; James T. Woodward, New York. These 
gentlemen having received 197,657 votes, the total 
number cast, they were declared elected to serve 
for the ensuing year. Mr. Whitehouse was elected 
some time ago to filla vagancy, and is said to be 
the special representative of the Amsterdam 
bankers. 

THE NEW OFFICERS. 

The meeting then adjourned, and the newly elect- 
ed directors went into private session tor the pur- 
pose of electing officers. The old officials were 
unanimously re-elected: President, C. C. Baldwin, 
New York; Vice-president, M. H. Swith, Louisville; 
second vice president, George A. Washington, Nashs 
ville, Tenn.; third vice-president, T. D. Carley. 
Louisville; secretary, W. Rauney, Louisville; As. 
sistant to the president and assistant secretary, A. 
M. Quarrier, Louisville. The board then adjourned.

It is known that Gould is anxious to gain 
control of the Louisville and Nashville if possible. 
He tried to get a connection between his South- 
western sysiem and the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia road some time ago. This wuuld haye 
given him an ouuet forhis Southwestern system to 
the seabuard. He failedin his negotiations witb 
the gg aon are eg party, t 
abandor. his scheming fora seaboard outlet. He 
therefore turned his attention to the Central 
railroad of Georg a. Thisroad is said to be in the 
hands of persons who are largely interest in the 
Louisville and Nashville. It is operated in con- 
nection with the Ocean x gern ye company of New 
York, and it can readily be seen ho f Gould gets 
into the directory of the Louisville ef Fe” Nasnville 
and gets control of it, as he would undoubtedly en- 
deavor to do, he could makesuch arrangements as 
would connect the whole thing, the Ce tral of 
Georgia, and the Louisville and Nashville, with his 
Southwestern sytem, and thus get the outlet to the 
seaboard which he desires. 

The election of Gouid and Sage for the directory 
of the Louisville aud Nashville would seem to 
have been a prearranged affair. A short time ago 
President Baldwin, of the Louisville and Nashville, 
was elected a director of the Western Union_ Tele- 
graph Company. This shows the close friendly re- 
lations existing between him ana the Western Un- 
ion. It, was, believed at the time of Baldwin’s 
election thatit was ‘simply the first move in a 
sort of trading of directorships, The rumored 
scheme was given more color, too, by the fact that 
at the time of Baldwin's election as a 
director of the telegraph company 
Wm. G. Raoul, president of the Central, was in 
New York and had frequent consultations with 
Mr. Gould. Mr. Sage made his way to Louisville 
early this week, audin answerto an inguiry-on 
Monday. President Baldwin _ said. that 
both Gould and Sage would certainly 
go in as glirectors of the Louisville and 
Nashville, and gave it as his opinion that the sys 
tem would profit by theirelection. In the same con- 
versation, ir. Baldwin let drop some facts which 
indicate that the great concern is prospering re- 
markably. He stated that the earnings of the past 
three months were $425,000 in excess of the same 
period last year, and that the earnings 
last week were greater than they 
have been for any week since the system was form- 
ed.

A GEORGIA D&SPERADOC. 


Brown. the Loulsiana Murderer, Supposedtobe the 


Same with a Walker County Desperado. 

New Orveans, October 3.—The hand to- 
hand fight between sheriff Duson and posse, 
with J. 8. Lane, the murderer of Neely, de- 
tails of which have already been published, 
but opens up a chapter of crime unrivaled 
in the annals of crime. William Neely, the 
victim of Lane, was an old man, of venerable 
appearance, who was in charge ofa planta- 
tion on Bayou Boeuf.. Lane, who had been 
but recently employed, was a morose, yin- 
dicative man, with a bad reputation. He 
took umbrage at some order given by Neely, 
and firing at him half a dozen times, left 
him dead. He took to the woods, accompai- 
ymanied by a fellow workman named Brow n, 
so Georgia, whose history and crimes have 
been brougat to light by this tragedy. Sheriff 
Duson struck the trail on Thursday evening, 
and byshrewd detective skill traced them up, 
as stated, at 2 o’clock Saturday. Leading his 
posse he closed around the fugitives in a 
thicket, when thirty-nine shots were fired 
before Lane fell, mortally wounded, by a 
bullet from Duson’s Winchester. Brown, the 
surviving prisoner, said they would. have 
killed Duson if his horse bad not reared and 
plunged so. Duson would have done better 
shooting if he had been on foot, He looks 
upon his escape from death as a miraculous 
one, being grazed by a shot on the 
forehead, and also. on the right 
side. He says he never’ witnessed 
such cool courage and desperate 
fighting before. When Lane was dying 
Brown fell upon his prostrate body, kissing 
his friend’s cold lips, and begged the sherilf 
to shoot him also; that he had fought for 
his friend’s safety, and that if he had known 
he was dying when he surrendered, that he 
(Brown) would have fought the posse till 
death. The action of the sheriff in pressing 
so closely upon the heels of the murderers, 
has won fur him a great approbation. At.a 
public meeting in Whiteville it was resolved: 
That Sheriif “C. C, Duason, the hero sheriff 
of St. Landry, who pursued _ the 
two desperate murderers of Neely through 
40 miles of dismal swamp, killing the mur 
derer and arresting his associates, after hay- 
ing receiy:'d himself from the murderer a 
scalp wound anda bullet hole through his 
notice 
from the public. Mr. Duson has earned. for 
himself by his brave, conscientious, persistent 
and hazardous discharge of his duties a eulogv. 
above all other executive officers, and his 
name sheuld be handed from paper to paper 
until he shall acquire a national reputation. 
As an incident of the tragedy, an aged negro, 
who was in the mill and near the scene of 
the murderatthe time, died last night. It 
is said he never recovered from the shock, 
and it caused his demise. 

Telegrams have been received from Georgi 
which makes it pretty certain that Brown, 
who is now confined at Opelousas, is tbe noto- 
rious Brown who escaped from Walker 
county jail some time ago. He is guilty of 
several murders along the Georgia and Ala- 
bama line, and rewards are out for him from 
both states. Last spring he had a bloody 
encounter with some federal ofticialsin Walker 
county, and wasonly taken after being severely 
wounded. Sometime previously the sixteen 
year old daughter cf a respectable farmer had 
been ravished, with disgusting details, and 
Brown was identified asthe man, Later he 
escaped from jail, with every evidence of 
having been assisted by relatives, who did 
10t wish the notoriety ofa hanging connected 
with their name.
